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In  a  recent  Folio,  listeners  were  encouraged  to  make  comments  about  the  value  of 
children's  programs  in  KPFA's  schedule.  As  usual,  a  nicely  balanced  collection  of  con- 
tradictory opinions  trickled  by  letter  and  telephone  to  various  members  of  KPFA's  staff. 
Some  subscribers  believe  children's  programs  are  a  vital  and  delightful  part  of  pro- 
gramming; others  suggest  that  adults  turn  off  the  set  at  five  while  their  children  bliss- 
fully pledge  uninterrupted  allegiance  to  the  waving  TV  image  of  Mickey  Mouse. 

As  one  listener  put  it  .  .  .  "children's  programs  ought  to  be  eliminated  completely. 
The  more  exciting  impact  of  the  sight-sound  combination  of  television  has  made  the 
solely  audio  appeal  of  radio  passe  to  today's  children.  I  think  you  would  find  .  .  .  any 
juveniles  listening  to  your  children's  programs  are  doing  so  at  the  behest  of  mothers 
firmly  entrapped  in  reminiscences  of  their  own  childhoods.  Your  programs  are  probably 
forced  on  children  like  spinach.  Why  not  maintain  KPFA  as  a  completely  adult  station? 
If  parents  listen  to  it  regularly,  their  children  will  become  interested  too  when  they  are 
ready  to  desert  the  intellectual  deserts  of  television.  ...  I  began  to  seek  out  and  read 
literature,  not  because  I  was  encouraged  or  forced  by  my  parents,  but  because  the  books 
they  read  were  scattered  all  about  the  house.  Why  should  not  this  process  apply  to  today's 
children,  who  will  at  first  only  accidentally  listen  and  then  later  with  more  and  more 
fixed  attention  to  the  adult  programs  of  KPFA  .  .  ."  The  writer  went  on  to  suggest  a 
detailed  questionnaire  seeking  listener  preferences  in  program  scheduling. 

A  program  questionnaire  has  been  in  the  works  at  KPFA  for  some  weeks,  and  should 
be  in  the  hands  of  subscribers  within  a  month.  KPFA's  program  committee  has  made 
tentative  plans  to  eliminate  the  concept  of  the  "regular  children's  hour"  and  to  scatter 
programs  interesting  to  adults  as  well  as  young  people  throughout  the  schedule. 
Whether  this  would  mean  a  deprivation  to  any  large  number  of  children  (or  to  adults 
who  listen  regularly  to  these  programs)  KPFA  has  no  way  of  knowing,  unless  a  sizeable 
number  of  listeners  comment  on  the  question.  Your  opportunity  to  comment  will  be 
forthcoming  soon  when  the  questionnaire  is  completed. 
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KPFA,  may  hear  all  KPFA's  programs  broadcast  over  KPFB  at  89.3  megacycles.
